Next  item  is  the  variety  of  people  and  items  that  keep  our 
club  unique.  Some  of  you  collect  bars/rounds  because  you  enjoy 
their  investment  value  as  silver.  Others  collect  because  of  the 
beauty  the  bars/round  represent.  Some  enjoy  the  miniature  works 
of  art  that  enameled  pieces  become.  Others  just  like  collecting  all 
sorts  of  things.  That  brings  us  to  the  variety  of  locations  that 
IASAC  has  met  at  and  the  future  of  IASAC  meetings. 

IASAC  has  met  at  a  number  of  different  locations  since 
1985,  and  we  have  returned  to  a  few  places  twice.  With  the 
September-October  window  for  meetings  becoming  more  difficult 
to  find  three-day  shows  in  different  geographic  locations,  the 
IASAC  board  and  officers  decided  to  open  our  meeting  options 
from  April  to  October,  in  the  three  regions  of  the  U.S.  Our  areas 
are  now  the  East  (think  colonies  and  seaboard  states),  Midwest 
(think  Louisiana  Purchase)  and  West  (think  Denver  to  the  Pacific). 
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I've  generalized  a  bit  and  I’ll  listen  to  any  suggestions  the 
members  have.  Our  2003  site  selection  committee  is  comprised  of 
Nancy  Yee,  Dick  DeVries,  Jim  Best  and  Jerry  Mengelkoch.  If  you 
would  like  to  serve  on  the  Eastern-2004  committee,  please  let  me 
know.  Also,  they  might  have  the  site  selected  for  the  western 
meeting  by  this  issue  of  The  Bugle. 

There  is  also  a  new  IASAC  award,  which  will  be  issued  to 
Duane  Spellman  posthumously.  The  award  will  be  issued  on  merit 
(not  necessarily  yearly)  to  IASAC  members  for  their  outstanding 
contributions.  It  will  be  a  gold-plated  bar  with  the  club  reverse  and 
a  blank  obverse  for  engraving.  There  are  some  qualities  that  the 
club  is  looking  for  in  its  recipients  of  this  award.  The 
Distinguished  Service  Award  is  to  be  given  in  Duane  Spellman’s 
memory. 

The  Cincinnati  show  had  some  bizarre  twists  for  this 
collector.  There  was  a  large  Hentage  auction  of  currency  which  I 
wasn’t  award  of  until  I  was  reading  the  Numismatic  News.  Offered 
at  the  auction  were  a  number  of  Monroe,  Michigan  broken 
banknotes.  Upon  reading  this,  I  rushed  to  the  auction  site  and 
arrived  15  lots  too  late  to  bid  on  any  of  them.  There  were  very  few 
bars/rounds  offered  except  at  Jim  Best’s  table.  There  was  a  mini¬ 
blackout  of  power  on  the  bourse  Saturday.

I 
found  only  one  TAMS  dealer  and  nothing  I  was  interested  in. 

Wally  Thomas  did  help  me  pick  up  one  very  important  piece  for 
my  IASAC  collection,  and  he  provided  a  lovely  Bob  Tway 
enameled  (TM-54EN)  piece  for  me  also.  Thanks,  Wally!  Jim  Best 
had  a  neat  enameled  fire  engine,  and  that  was  about  all  I  purchased 
besides  the  IASAC  auction  lots.

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The  Melting  Pot

On  January  21,  1980,  the  price  of  silver  soared  to  a  high  of  $49  85  an  ounce  due 
to  the  infamous  Hunt  brothers,  in  their  attempt  to  comer  the  market  in  silver. 

In  actuality,  the  Hunt  brothers  made  a  way  for  large  sums  of  money  to  be  made, 
should  an  investor  have  a  large  reserve  of  silver  and  be  willing  to  relinquish  it  in 
exchange  for  even  larger  sums  of  money  No  doubt  many  people  prospered  as  a 
result!  I  met  someone  who  said  he  put  his  two  daughters  through  four  years  of 
college  thanks  to  the  Hunt  brothers.  But  what  the  Hunt  brothers  did  for  the 
silver  bar  industry  was  almost  catastrophic,  as  bars  minted  in  1979  totaled  83,  a 
sharp  decline  from  the  preceding  year’s  total  of  330.  Bars  minted  in  1980  were 
at  an  all-time  low  to  that  point  of  66 

The  outrageously  high  price  that  silver  commanded  nearly  destroyed  our  silver 
art  bar  industry.  Minters  and  collectors  alike  could  not  afford  silver  prices,  a  no- 
win  situation 

Did  art  bar  collectors  abandon  their  hobby  and  opt  for  a  more  lucrative  return  on 
their  silver  investment?  I  wonder  how  many  bar  collectors  did  just  that?  Which 
leads  me  to  ask  how  many  bars  actually  hit  the  1980  melting  pot?  The  results 
could  determine  and  change  the  rarity  as  well  as  the  value  set  by  5th  edition. 
Guide  Book  officials,  particularly  since  we  ail  know  what  role  scarcity  can  play 
in  determining  the  value  of  anything  for  that  matter'  The  5th  edition  of  A  Guide 
Book  of  Silver  Art  Bars  was  published  in  1991.  Did  the  authors  place  a  high 
value  on  bars  made  prior  to  1980  as  a  result  of  the  silver  surge  and  the 
meltdown?  (Possible  future  article.)  Bars  minted  prior  to  1981  could  have  a 
higher  value  today  since  these  bars  were  subject  to  the  1980  silver  meltdown. 

Can  we  determine  the  scarcity  of  bars  made  prior  to  1981  that  were  subject  to 
the  melting  pot7  How  would  we  know  which  bars  were  melted  in  determining 
rarity?  Was  bullion  the  first  to  go7  My  guess  would  be  yes,  since  bullion  is  not 
technically  art  bars,  but  it  was  listed  in  all  of  the  art  bar  guide  books  published 
and  bullion  was  collected  by  many  art  bar  collectors  as  well.  Bullion  made  prior 
to  1981  could  be  the  rarest  to  collect  if  this  is  true! 

Let’s  look  at  some  figures.  There  are  over  6,000  bars  listed  in  the  5th  edition, 
dated  from  1966  through  1991.  Of  those,  4,494  bars  were  minted  prior  to  1981, 
clearly  showing  the  majority  of  bars  were  made  prior  to  1981,  all  of  w  hich  were 
good  candidates  for  the  1980  melting  pot,  unfortunately. 

Another  point  we  must  consider  is  the  mintage  of  bars  during  that  time  frame  It 
would  be  almost  impossible  to  research  mintage  of  all  bars  made  from  1966 
through  1980,  since  there  is  a  large  space  in  time  frame  and  since  mintage  is 
vastly  scattered

Let’s  site  one  particular  mint  I  chose  Madison  Mint  to  research  as  their  bars 
were  made  from  1972  through  1991,  although  I’m  looking  at  bars  made  from 
1972  through  1980  Madison  Mint  produced  342  bars  during  that  time.  Take  a 
look  at  the  following  chart,  as  you  may  find  some  interest. 


Total  342 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-two  bars  had  no  mintage  listed  in  the  5lh  edition.  It’s 
anybody’s  guess  as  to  the  mintage  of  each  of  those  bars. 

MAD-37  had  a  mintage  of  60,643  alone,  the  highest  documented  mintage  of  all 
bars  listed  in  the  Guide  Book. 

I  read  in  several  old  “ Silver  News1'  newspapers  of  unofficial  or  undocumented 
mintage  on  the  following  bars.  These  bars  had  “no  mintage”  listed  in  the  5th 
edition. 

Take  a  look  at  the  high  mintage:

Nine  bars  had  undocumented  mintage  totaling  404,958  Who  knows  how  many 
more  unofficial  and  unlisted  mintage  bars  there  were9  Keep  in  mind  there  were 
107  mints  listed  in  the  5th  edition  that  produced  many  bars  prior  to  1981  and 
countless  amounts  of  bars  with  unlisted  mintage  Do  the  fuzzy  math! 
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The  Melting  Pot  (corn). 


These  figures  can  cast  a  different  light  on  mintage  amounts  of  bars  made  prior  to 
1981,  as  there  were  hundred  of  thousands  of  bars  circulating  that  could  have  hit 
the  melting  pot.  A  sad  thought  indeed1 

Which  bars  are  the  rare  ones  and  how  many  bars  were  melted  as  a  result  of  the 
silver  price  surge  in  1980  are  two  questions  we  may  never  have  answers  to. 
Hopefully,  'art  bar  collectors’  love  and  devotion  to  their  hobby  and  their  good 
conscience  have  over-ruled  their  pocketbooks  and  their  love  for  money  in 
preserving  those  beautiful  and  collectible  art  bars  made  prior  to  1981! 

Editor ’s  note:  Steve  Rood  was  authorized  by  the  mints  to  assign  catalog 
numbers  for  the  art  bars  listed  in  the  guidebooks  and  received  official 
information  from  them.  What  is  documented  there  is  correct,  according  to  the 
correspondence  he  received.  He  also  made  countless  phone  calls,  trips,  etc.  to 
verify  everything.  Steve  remembers  visiting  one  mint  in  particular,  where  he 
was  escorted  into  the  building  and  led  to  a  wire  cage.  There  he  was  asked  to 
strip  naked ’  and  was  given  a  pair  of  slippers  and  a  set  of  clothes  to  wear  (no 
pockets,  etc.)  while  he  was  in  the  minting  facility.  So,  you  can  see,  control  was 
pretty  tight.  Another  note:  many  of  the  so-called  \ mints  ’  listed  in  the  guide  books 
did  not  actually  produce  the  bars,  but  sent  the  art  work  out  to  another  facility 
for  production.

(I'd  like  to  share  my  Christmas  story  with  fellow  members  this 
holiday  season  as  Christmas  came  in  July  for  me.) 

What  sparks  the  purchase  of  a  silver  art  bar?  Could  it  be  the 
glimmer  of  silver  held  in  your  palm,  or  the  beauty  of  an  engraved 
scene,  possible  one  you  can  relate  to,  or  even  an  interest  in  a 
historical  day  or  event  in  times  past?  Try  a  great  white  heron. 
Yes,  you  read  it  right,  a  great  white  heron. 

Here’s  a  story  I’d  like  to  share  with  you.  You  may  even  gain  a 
little  knowledge  of  egrets  and  great  white  herons,  and  leam  the 
difference  between  the  two! 


One  hot  July  afternoon,  while  sitting  in  my  easy  chair  with  my 
laptop  front  and  center  and  doing  the  usual,  something  caught  my 
attention  from  my  courtyard.  As  I  looked  up,  I  saw  a  spectacular 
species  of  wildlife  land  atop  a  potted  hydrangea  sitting  on  the 
table.  I  got  up  to  see  what  this  was. 


I  want  to  tell  you  I  witnessed  an  incredible  creature  of  God.  At 
first  I  thought  it  was  a  duck  because  it  was  white  with  an  orange 
duck-like  bill.  When  I  looked  at  its  neck  and  feet,  I  knew  it  was 
not.  I  was  in  complete  awe  of  this  animal  that  flew  into  my 
courtyard  for  my  viewing  that  afternoon.  I  was  no  more  than  ten 
feet  from  the  bird  with  two  French  door  separating  the  two  of  us.  1 
hurriedly  grabbed  my  camera  for  credibility  of  my  story  and  for 
the  shot  of  a  lifetime.  Instead,  I  managed  to  snap  a  shot  after  his 
short  flight  onto  my  fence.  This  was  some  kind  of  spectacular  bird 
of  incredible  size,  folks! 


I  wondered  if  it  could  be  a  whooping  crane?  I  referred  to  my  Field 
Guide  to  North  American  Birds  for  correct  identification  It  was 
not  a  whooping  crane  since  it  did  not  have  black  wing  tips  or  red 
on  its  forehead  and  cheeks.  It  appeared  to  be  a  great  egret  or  a 
great  white  heron.  After  comparison,  1  made  the  identification 
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The  difference  in  the  two  is  the  color  of  their  legs.  Great  egrets 
have  black  legs  whereas  great  white  herons  have  orange  legs  to 
match  their  bill. 


Yep,  a  great  white  heron  made  an  appearance  in  my  c  courtyard  in 
suburban  Metairie,  Louisiana  one  summer  afternoon  in  July!  How 
and  whit,  it  appeared  in  Metairie  will  remain  a  mystery  as  great 
white  herons  are  seen  from  islands  in  the  Caribbean  Sea  and  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico  to  the  Florida  Keys. 


Shortly  thereafter,  I  had  the  opportunity  to  purchase  a  great  white 
heron  silver  art  bar  (TSM-35),  one  in  a  commemorative  set  of 


eighteen,  based 
masterpieces  of 
serial  numbered 
commemorative 
endangered  bird, 
have  it.  I  now 


on  the  original  art 
John  James  Audubon, 
and  dated  1974.  The 
set  honors  rare  and 
You  know  I  had  to 
consider  the  bar  my 


good  luck  charm.  After  all,  how  lucky  could  I  have  been  for  a 
great  white  heron  to  land  in  my  courtyard! 


I  was  in  complete  awe  for  some  time  afterwards,  thinking  about 
that  day  the  heron  visited  my  yard,  and  having  the  pleasure  of 
witnessing  close  up,  and  incredibly  beautiful  and  rare  bird,  and  at 
one  time,  listed  as  an  endangered  species!  I  was  given  a  rare  and 
precious  gift  that  day  in  July! 


I  hope  everyone  has  a  wonderful  and  magical  holiday  this  season!
